We  have  met  each  other,  all  356  adults  and  283  young  ones  of  us,  at  the  25th 
Session  of  our  Yearly  Meeting  family. 

We  have  embraced  and  hugged  each  other.  ^ 

We  have  been  joyous  at  our  reunion  after  a year  of  being  apart. 

Howard  Brinton,  father  of  our  Yearly  Meeting,  came  to  us  in  his  87th  year  to  open  us 
to  a vision  of  our  own  theology  as  it  is  based  on  the  Gospel  of  John.  We  continued, 
both  in  our  sessions  and  out  of  them,  to  discuss  our  Christian  background,  while  holding  to  our 
Quaker  insistence  that  no  specific  set  of  words  can  capture  the  range 
and  depth  of  our  beliefs. 

We  have  found  a new  sharing  between  young  and  old  with  trusting  but  painful  baring 
of  souls  as  we  talked  over  new  life  directions  and  new  kinds  of  man-woman  relationships. 

Our  frustrations  at  getting  leverage  on  the  problems  of  peace  and  social  order 

were  lightened  by  accounts  of  the  nonviolent  work  of  A Quaker  Action  Group,  creative 

international  Quaker  work  at  the  United  Nations,  creative  national  work  on 

legislation  in  Washington,  and  the  creative  work  of  the  Seavers,  our  Friends  in  the  Orient,  who 

touched  us  with  their  accounts  of  the  Chinese  sense  of  Light.  The  supervision  of  our 

children  broke  down  during  our  session.  We  were  appalled  by  the  results  and  by  our 

failings.  We  prayed  and  thought  together  and  tried  to  make  amends  and  adopted 

new  plans  for  next  year,  in  deeper  knowledge  of  our  limits  and  our  responsibilities. 

Throughout  our  sessions  we  have  felt  the  sturdiness  and  strength  of  our  Yearly  Meeting. 

We  leave  riding  on  the  paradox  of  deep  sadness  at  parting  and  profound  joy  at  having 

been  together  this  brief  time. 

We  send  our  love  to  you  all.

The  business  of  our  sessions  seemed 
irrelevant  to  many,  particularly  due  to  our  span  of 
age  and  the  range  of  life  styles  among  us.  The  as- 
surance of  firm  enforcement  of  rules  prohibiting  the 
use  of  drugs  and  alcohol  created  uneasiness  in  some 
and  a feeling  of  comfort  in  others,  which  resulted  in 
distrust.  This  distrust  was  also  responsible  for  our 
lack  of  unity. 

Despite  these,  we  found  that  through  singing, 
dancing,  discussions,  sensitivity  experiences,  and  games 
such  as  football,  volleyball,  and  frisbee,  we  achieved 
feelings  of  fellowship  with  individuals  and  at  times 
a knotclcdge  of  our  community.

Comments  from  Friends  on  the  children’s 
program  indicated  that  definitive  work  must 
be  done  before  next  Yearly  Meeting  to  out- 
line goals.  It  is  planned  that  the  children 
themselves  will  have  a part  in  the  planning. 
There  is  need  for  an  evaluation  of  the  total 
program  in  terms  of  the  total  community. 


—Ed  and  Molly  Morgenroth,  on  behalf  of  the 
Schools  Committee,  have  been  asked  to  visit  all 
Friends  Schools  and  Regional  Meetings  in  the 
Yearly  Meeting  area  and  report  to  a Plenary 
Session  of  the  1972  Yearly  Meeting. 

—The  concern  for  homosexuals,  which  was 
brought  to  the  eighth  session  of  Yearly  Meeting, 
is  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight. 


CALIFORNIA  YEARLY 

Ferner  Nuhn  reported  on  his  unofficial 
fraternal  attendance  at  California  Yearly 
Meeting,  where  he  and  Georgeanna  Nuhn 
were  waimly  welcomed.  They  renewed  old 
acquaintances  and  made  new  ones.  Ferner 
expressed  concern  that  we  work  at  bridging 
the  gap  between  the  two  Yearly  Meetings 
and  suggested  David  La  Shana’s  book, 
“Friends  in  California,”  as  a basis  for  better 
understanding. 
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—The  Discipline  Committee  is  asked  to  clarify 
the  function  of  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Educa- 
tion Committee  so  that  its  future  programs  do 
not  duplicate  programs  now  under  the  Peace  Corn" 
mittee. 

—Those  involved  with  the  education  program 
at  Yearly  Meeting  1972  are  asked  to:  appoint  a 
director  and  arrange  a separate  program  for  chil- 
dren in  Crades  5-9;  arrange  an  orientation  meet- 
ing for  parents  of  all  concerned  in  this  program 
before  Yearly  Meeting  and  one  for  all  members 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  as  one  family;  make  a 
special  appeal  to  college  age  Friends  and  all  older 
Friends  to  become  involved  with  the  children's 
program. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  accepted  the  Treasurer's 
Report  and  approved  the  budget  as  presented, 
except  that  the  item  for  Education  Committee  is 
increased  to  $800.
